{7 OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTRE. 


With a territory covering so large an area as the Atlantic Assoei 
ation, and so much of it unoccupied by the Baptists, it has been a 
difficult task for your Committee to perform its duty satisfactory to 
itself. In the light of all the claims presented from this immense 
field of destitution, we have used every possible precaution, and as 
fairly disbursed the funds placed at our disposal as it was possible 
todo. The results at the close of the vear have more fully justified 
the wisdom of our course than, in the beginning. we could have 
expected. ‘ 

The Board of Missions of the Baptist State Convention pul 31,000 
at our disposal, with the understanding that our contributions 
should all be made through the Board, and in lieu of the fact that 
$803 was pledged by our churches at the last session of the Assoc 
tion for this purpose, the Board accepted applications for $1,075, to 
be paid to our missionaries during 1898. 

[t ean be said that a steady march of progress has been made in 
most of the territcry under our supervision, which is highly grati 
fying. 

\ SUMMARY OF THE WORK. 


Rev. R. D. Carroll was employed to occupy the field in Carteret 
County, comprising Smyrna, Davis and Woodville churches, with a 
mission at Marshallsburg. In addition to the work allotted to 
brother Carroll, he has preached at Harker’s Island and Hog Island. 
On his field proper, the work has advanced equal to our expecta 
tions, and a hopeful outlook is now before him of organizing 
churches at Marshallsburg, Harker’s Island and Hog Island. Add 
ing to these points Atlantic, a point that was worked a year ago by 
Rev. Waiter Johnson, who left us a house of worship there, and 
Piny Point. a place where the people are calling for some Baptist 
preaching, that has not been supplied, we have in Carteret County 
ample work for two men another year. It is not amiss to say that 
our work must suffer in this section if we do not give brother Car 
roll some help. The Board is helping this field to the amount of 
$75 this year. 

Rev. Geo. D. Styron was pastor of Moore’s Chapel, Cool Springs 
and Swansboro churches in Craven and Onslow counties. At no 
place has better returns of good fruit followed the labor of a mis 
sionary than at Swansboro. A little more than a year ago this 
church was constituted with about fifteen members. but its roll

Rev. J. W. Rose has work in three counties. I Wayne County 
he has the Second Church in Goldsboro and Seven Springs: in Le 
noir County he serves Union and LaGrange churches, and in 
Greene County Snow Hill and Castoria. Good reports will come to 
the Association from brother Rose’s field. At C: storia he has or 
ganized a noble little band of workers that will begin an era of pros 
perity for the Baptists in that destitute county. There are oa oT 
three missions in Greene County that are now available, but 
without preaching.. There are six churches in W;: yne County, two 
in Greene County and three in Lenoir County, eleven in all, that 
by all means ought to have the services of two men for all of their 
time. The Committee recommends the adding of another man to 
this field. This year we paid $100 to brother Rose. 

Rev. ©. W. Blanchard has not been under the employment of the 
Board, nor received any pay for services from it, but to keep New 
Hope Church from being without preaching he has sérved that 
church once a month on Sunday afternoons and on Saturday morn 
ings. A good meeting was held there and the outlook is good for 
our cause in the future. Besides this, at regular monthly appoint 
ments, he has preached at Falling Creek. near the station, neai 
which place there will soon be the need of a Baptist church. He 
recently opened a mission at Dover, also, which speedily resulted in 
the organization of a chureh with ten members and an outlook for 
a good ingathering real soon. Within the next year a house of wor 
ship will be needed at Dover, and this point could go to make out a 
full field in Craven County. At Lousin Swamp, where he has 
preached several times, is open a fine and hopeful mission, and near 
Coahoma, southeast from Kinston about six miles. is another point 
that should be occupied at once. 

Onslow County is ripe and ready for the Baptists to occupy. 
Brother B. H. Matthews, who succeeded so well there. has gone to 
western North Carolina. 

If the churches in Onslow County will agree to employ a man be 
tween them, they will be able, by a little help, to secure a strong 
man that can push that work to a hich state of development. This 
we most earnestly hope they will do. and then reeeive the eo< ypera 
tion of the next Executive Committee of the Association. 

We have laid before you the work undertaken by us last year 
and touched upon the results in general and as best we can. have 
outlined recommendations for the next year. Tio do what seems to 
be altogether necessary, another year will require the expenditure 
of at least $1,750 from the State Board of Missions. We hope to get 
the endorsement of the Association in its present session in a plea 
for this amount from the State Board. 

Under the direction of the Executive Committee, two series of 
Hhenominational Institutes were held last spring with the churches 
of Revs. J. W. Rose and J. M. Alderman. The good results of these 
institutes attest the wisdom of carrying out the plan of the Com 
inittee to hold one with each mission point in the Association. It 
is to be hoped that the several pastors of the Association will coop 
erate with the Committee another year, selecting the best 
for the ineetings and assure the success of this plan. 

In éonsideration of the great need of the Atlantie Association to 
cover so much destitution in its own bounds, we most earnestly 
plead with all the churches to increase their liberality for the sup 
port of this work, and recommend that we cooperate as closely 
possible with the State Board of Missions in our efforts.

The Home Mission Board is located at At 
lanta, Ga. The amount generally raised is about $100,000 per year 
[t is partly expended in paying salaries of missionaries, and partly 
expended in building houses of worship, and also in sustaining 
schools in the out-districts of the South A , under the auspices 
of this Board, the Woman’s Missionary Societies of the Southern 
Baptist Convention send many boxes to frontier missionaries of the 
Southwest. Its work is among the whites of the South, the negroes 
of the South, the Indians of the South and Indian Territory, also 
in Cuba.

It was decided to form a permanent organization auxiliary to the 
Atlantic Association. ‘ Workers together with God,” was the

The object of the Woman's auxiliary to the Atlantic Baptist Asso 
ciation is the diffusion of missionary information among our women. 
the consequent increase in and love for missions—Home, Foreign and 
State—the bringing together of the workers at the yearly associa 
tions for the discussion of methods of work that are found to be 
practical and up-building, the formation of new mission societies 
where none existed, and the enlisting of the young women and chil- 
dren in separate societies, or with the older wome in work for the 
Master. 

As Christ has said, **Go! work in My vineyard,”’ we desire to an- 
swer with united heart and voice, ‘ Lord, here am I’: a id we have 
His promise, ‘‘ Lo! I am with you even unto the end of the world.” 

In order to obtain the highest efficiency from our organization 
and ascertain what progress is made from year to year, it is desira- 
ble that each missionary society send a delegate, if possible, to the 
Association, with a report, verbal or written, of the year’s work 
and prospects for the future. If no delegate can be present, each 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE ATLANTIC BAPTIST 
; ASSOCIAT@ON. 

1. This Association shall be known as the “Atlantic Baptist Asso 
ciation.” ’ 

2. It shall be composed of the pastors and of the delegates elected 
by the churches connected with it, each church being entitled to 
three delegates, unless the membership shall exceed fifty, and then 
there shall be an additional delegate for every twenty-five members. 
Every church haying a Ladies’ Missionary Society shall be entitled 
to one additional female delegate to represent it on the Woman's 
Central Committee. 

3. Its object shall be the promotion of the deemer’s Kingdom, 
by securing the cooperation of its churches for their edification and 
for the spread of the gospel according to our faith and order: 

4. The * New Hampshire Declaration of Faith” shall be the sum 
mary of Divine Truth for determining questions of faith or order in 
this body; and churches desiring to be received must signify their 
acquaintance of it, in substance, together with the covenant here 
with submitted, and this Constitution. 

5. This Association shall not annul the discipline of a church, or 
exercise authority over it. But it may advise, and it may sever 
from its connection any church that neglects to preserve gospel 
order, or that treats with contempt the objects or advice of the 
Association. 

6. Each church shall send to the Association, at its annual ses- 
sich, a statement of (1) its 'ocality: (2) the name of its pastor, clerk, 
clerk’s postoffice, delegates and ministers cther than the pastor: (3) 
Sunday or Sundays of regular service: (4) the church statisties; (5) 
Sunday School statistics; (6) contributions to pastor’s saiary. church 
expenses, Associational Missions, Home Missions, State ssions, 
Foreign Missions. Ministerial Education, Baptist Orphanage, Minute 
Fund and other objects. 

7. Whenever a charch shal! not represent itself at an annual ses- 
sion of the Association, either by delegate or letter, or whenever a 
church shall not report something contributed for missions, inquiry 
shaH be made for the cause; effort shall be made to revive the 
chureh and induce it to do its duty, and this effort shall be con- 
tinued till the church be recovered or dropped from the Association. 

8. The officers of the Assoc’ation shall be a Moderator, a Clerk, a 
Historian, and a Treasurer, elected annually by ballot from among 
its members, to serve until their successors shall have been elected, 
and to perform the duties usual to such officers, the Moderator in 
presiding, the Clerk in recording and preserving minutes and other 
papers belonging to the body, and the Treasurer in recei 
disbursing according to iis will all funds belonging to or entrusted 
to the body, the Historian in keeping a record of the work and pro- 
gress of the Association, and report at each annual session. 

9. The Association shall appoint annually an Executive Board of 
seven, of whom the Treasurer shall be. one, to whom shall. be 
entrusted the prosecution of the Associational Missions. and any 
other work which this body may refer to them, and who shall, as 
far as practicable, cooperate with the State Mission Board in sup 
plying the destitution in our territory, and between the meetings of 
the Association take such action as may seem to them advisable for 
the advancement of its objects. The Board shall present to the As 
sociation at its annual meeting a report of all its proceedings with 
the Treasurer’s report of all receipts and disbursements, and with 
the names of its missionaries, time of service and details of their 


work,
